Buildings Fall as Quake Hits Indonesia Chain 


BALI, Indonesia, Aug. 19 (Reu~ 
ters).—A severe earthquake shook 
ἃ remote Indonesian ‘island chain 
east of here today, toppling 
Buildings and destroying fishing 
boats with a tidal wave gener- 
ated by its force. 

The quake sent shock waves 
over a vast area, forcing office 
workers to evacuate swaying 
buildings 3,000 kilometers away in 
Perth, Australia, and sending 
crowds of people into the streets 
of Djung Pandang, the capital of 
South Sulawesi, 500 kilometers 
north of here. ᾿ 

Telephone Contact 

Despite its power, there were 
no immediate reports of deaths 
-qr Jojuries. Worst hit appeared 
to be the mountainous island of 
Sumba, part of the Nusateng- 
gera Island chain stretching 
from Jave to Timor. where local 
officials reported thet several 


buildings collapsed in the main 
town, Waingapu. 

Officiais there reported by tele- 
phone that it was not known 
whether there were deaths or 
injuries. Fishing boats on the 
south of the island were crushed 
by tidal waves, they added. 

In Lombok, 48. kilometers from 
Bal, several buildings, including 
& government office and a mark- 
et hall, collapsed, police said. 
On Bali—famed as a tourist par- 
adise—the quake caused fright- 
ened vacationers to run from the 
water. Bali was hit by twa 
quakes last July which killed 
more than 500 persons.

Assad Asks Legislators’ Aid 
In Drive Against Corruption 


DAMASCUS, Aug. 19 (UPI).— 
Syrian President Eafez al-Assad 
called on the newly elected leg- 
fsiarure yesterday to help him 
in 2 housecleaning of what a 
government-controlled daily has 
termed the country’s “rotten 
bureaucracy.” 

In a. nationally broadcast speech

“No shortcoming or fault should 
be covered up.” he said. “I don't 
want anyone to remain silent on 
faults ... under the terms of the 
Syrian Constitution, you have the 
right to question reasons for any 
shortcomings in government insti- 
tutions or ministries.” 

Reform Effort 


᾿ ‘The speech followed a campaign 
by Mr, Assad to reform what one 
government-controlled newspaper 
called α “rotten bureaucracy” thet 
had turned Syria's public sector 
into a “cow which has been milk- 
ed by almost everyone except the 
masses,” 

Last week, Mr. Assad issued a 
set of decrees stiffening penalties 
for economic crimes including 
‘sabotage of fixed assets and 
machinery, fraud, negligence on 
studies made on state projects . 
corruption and bribes.” He set 
up special “economic security 
courts" to deal with these of- 
fenses, In his speech yesterday, 
he told parliamentarians:

Thai General Says Cambodia 
Foiled Coup Plot i in F ebruary 


BANGEOS, Aug. 19 (UPI'.—- 
A coup plot against the Cambo- 
diaa government failed early this 
Fear and resulted in mass execu- 
tions and shake-ups in the Phnom 
Penh administration, a senior 
Thai general said today. 

Gen. Kriangsak Chamanan also 
warned that if Cambodia tried 
to overrun Thai territory along 
the common frontier, Thailand 
would retaliate with the capture 
of Cambodian territory, including 
the Communist nation’s second 
most important city, Battambang. 

Gen. Eriangsak, the army dep- 
uty commander, told about 600 
Thai businessmen and intellec- 
tuals at a luncheon meeting that 
Cambodians tried ta overibrow 
the ruling Angza (organization! 
government in a coup planned 
for last April 17, the second an- 
niversary of the Commumist vic- 
tory in the country. 

“The attempt was foiled at the 
end of February, and there was 
Mass execution” of officials and 
troops involved, he said. 

As a result, the ruling structure 
also was shaken up, with Premier 
Saioth Sar—also known as Pol Pot 
taking almost all power. 

The two Khmer Rouge officials 
best known internationally, For- 
eign Minister Ieng Sary and Pres- 
ident Khieu Samphan, lost most 
ee power, Gen, Kriangsak 
said. 

Ehicu Samphan, in particular, 
“has become only a figurehead,” 
the Thai general said.

German A-Plant 
Given Setback 


ELEVE, West Germany. Aus. 
18 (Reuters)—West Germany's 
uuclear power program) received 
ἃ further setback yesterday when 
a court here refused to pass judg- 
ment on a case involving the 
country’s first fast-breeder reac- 
tor. 

“The Munster Higher Admini:

Aspin said Wednesday that 
the approaches advanced by 
Sens, Nunn aud Bartlett and by 
Mr. Evans and Mr. Novak “jump 
to a conclusion that we must 
beef up our forces without look- 
ing either at the costs or the 
alternatives.”, 

He said that US. defense 
analysts have looked at four 
alternatives for respouding to a 
Warsaw Pact attack: mounting a 
defense at the German border; 
falling back and counter-attack- 
ing the Pact on the soil it gained 
in a first attack; using tactical

Judge Forbids 


Lawyer Fees

SAN FRANCISCO. Aug. 10 
(NYT).—A Superior Court judge 
in Los Angeles refused yesterday 
to approve the payment to law- 
vers of about $700,000 for legal 
work and expenses claimed 
against the estate of the late 
industrialist Howard Hughes. 

Drawing on the jargon of the 
dice tables, such as Hughes own~ 
ed in his Nevada casinos, Judge 
Neil Lake, presiding in probate 
court, said to the assembled law- 
yers:

Holding Company 

The application for fee pay- 
ment came from Davis & Cox, 
the New York law firm of Ches- 
ter Davis, who is chief counsel 
of the Summa Corp.. the Hughes 
hoiding company, and from Gib- 
son, Dunn and Crutcher, 2 Los 
Angeles Jaw firm. 

The claim was for fees and 
expenses in the search for a will 
for Hughes, who died in April 
The work was done for Richard 
Gano jr., a cousin of Hughes. who 
bes been named administrator 
of the estate in California.

‘Elbow Creek’: It’s a Bad Trip

ΤΊΝΟΣ, Aug. 19 VIET) —It is 
time for the annual irruption 
of musicals, at once the most 
éxffieult form of popular theater 
and usually the least rewarding. 

‘The first to arrive is a curio- 
sity, Leslie Stewart, Keith Stra- 
ehan and Roy Truman's “Shoot 
Up at Elbow Creek" at the 
Greenwich Theatre. In many 
ways it is a likable show. Its au- 
thors and cast seem to have 
derived some genuine enjoyment 
from creating and performing 
the musical and some of that 
delight 15 conveyed to the au- 
dience. 

But the authors intentions 
seem 50 confused that the direc- 
tor Christie Dickason has been 
urable to impose any unity on 
the show and the performer 
allowed to go their 
own way. 

On one level, the show tries to 
do ior Westerns what another 
current musical, “Something's 
Afoot.” did for whodunits—that 
is, provide a nostalgic pastiche of 


every cliché in the book ‘or, in 


this case, the film'. 

The setting is, Inevitably, a sa~ 
loon. We heve an aging sheriff, 
hing σα his past reputation as 
a fast gun, who is forced tochal- 
lenge a young killer to a duel at, 
of course, high noon. There is a 
sexy barroom girl who switches 
her commercial affections <rom 
the lawman to the outlaw and a 
prim schoolteacher who waits for 
the sheriff to recognize her love. 
She at one point takes off her 
glasses, puts down her hair‘ and 
undezgoes a transformation from 
a@ Plain τὸ a pretty woman, a 
favorite Eollywood moment, but, 
surely, from a different geure. 

But, besides this affectionate 
parody, the authors have also 
aimed at a campy, drug musical 
—a sort of rocking horse opera 
that would do for cowboys what 
“The Rocky Horror Show” did 
for Frankenstein. 

The show's title is an explicit 
reference to mainiining, as is its 
subtitle, “A Musical in a New 
Vein." The characters’ names 
carry similar overtones. The 
sheriff is Don Quickshott. The 
outlaw is named Eddie Coquane, 
the barroom hostess is Lucille 
“Sugar” Diamond and the school- 
teacher Mary Warner. whila 
there are minor characters call- 
ed Bennie and Roach. 

‘These in-jokes don't inform tha 
whole; they remain extraneous 
ornamentations that confuse the 
imtention of the musical. In the 
same way, the music is part 
bluesy rock and part parody of 
sentimental country and West~- 
ern, The latter style is far more 
successful, with some saloon bar 
harmonizing behind Sheriff 
Christopher Malcolm's beauti- 
Tully judged intoning of “reputa- 
tion" of those boastful-regretful 
SOTIES.

New York City’s Troubles Seen Continuing 


NEW YORK, Aug, 19 (AP-DJ) —As New 
York enters the final year of its three- 
year fiscal-recovery plan, some people are 


predicting years of rough weather ahead. 


They foresee a drawn-out recovery punc- 
tuated by repeated battles to balance the 
city budget, more cutbacks in city services, 
a troubled local ecomomy, restive city 
workers and a continual trooping to ‘Wash- 
ineton by city officials, hats in hand. .

We historical events are 
analyzed in terms of the 
productive forces and relations 
that precipitated them, much be- 
eomes clear that is otherwise 
shrouded in mystery. This is the 
point of view adopted by Prof. 
David B. Quinn of the University 
of Liverpool in describing the 
European exploration. settlement 
and uitimate penetration of 
North America and in depicting 
the native American ‘or Indian) 
response to this incursion. 

“From its casual beginnings. 
the fur trade in the latter years 
of the 16th and the early years 
of the i7th centuries became 8. 
major reason for permanent Eu- 
ropean participation in North 
America.” he writes. Althouch 
he pays his respects to codfish- 
ing in terms of its high profits 
and its ready market, it “could 
be carried on without the direct 
participation of the Amerindians.” 
‘The fur trade. on the other hand, 
made native American society “a 
branch of the European econ- 
omy.” 

On this basic commercial ms- 
trix. Quinn develops a fascinat- 
ing and coherent accouns of the 
French. English, Spanish and 
Portuguese attempts to colonize 
the New World. Each country 
strove to build for potential com- 
merctal advantage. sending forth 
its gentlemen-adverturers or 
military men. who performed re- 
markable feats of courage and 
endurance. Quinn relates many 
of them. and they lose nothing 
of their drama in his hands. 

One of the strengtr= of this 
book is that it sees discovery as 
“Ὁ reciprocal process” and pars 
considerable attention to Indian 
society and culture. Utilizing the 
findings of archaeology and sur- 
viving written records, he traces 
the beginnings of the cultural 
submersion that was to be the

In dealing with these pervasive 
myths, Quinn examines the 
Norse Jegends of Vinland and 
argues that the kerne] of verifi- 
able fact in them is very smail 
indeed. His tone in this section 
of his book. as in the others, is 
strongly anti-romantic. which is 
in Keeping with his determina- 
tion to see the discovery and 
settlement of North Amerie in 
socioeconomic terms. Although 
this thesis may strike some as 
heavy going. Quinn has the 
grace of a dry humor that often 
leavens his prose. His writing 
is cogent and careful: it is 
scholarship for the «umscholarly.

In “The Strange Case of the End of 
Civilization” Cleese plays the grandson of 
Sherlock Holmes. it is, he says, disciplin- 
ed but crazy: “In 8. strange way it's quite 
a tight story but some of the assumptions 
are odd.” Among the assumptions is that 
the English and Americans ean only under~ 
stand each other through translators’ head- 
sets, not really very odd when Cleese's 
Americans are given to such phrases as 
“ballpark estimates at this point im time.” 

Such phrases crop up as a result of 
Cleese's profitable sideline, Video Arts Lid., 
@ company making management training 
films that he co~founded five years 560 
with such broadcasting chums as Anthony 
Jay, author of “Management and Machia- 
velli” and a disciple of Robert Ardrey. 

Cleese has written most of the films 
and bas also starred in them—he js a tall, 
neat-featured man whose ilusory look of 
reliability and good sense makes him per- 
fectly cast as a kmow-all manager who 
knows Xothing—elong with such well- 
known British comedians as Ronnie Bar- 
ker, Lynn Redgrave and Clive Revill. 

“Tt makes ali the difference in the world 
to staff if they're shunted off to a meci- 
ing at 4 o'clock on 8. Friday afternoon and 
instead of a talk by Mr. Scoops in person- 
nel it’s a fim by Ronnie Barker and me 
who've made them laugh on television,” 
Cleese says. 

‘The short films are marketed throughout 
Burope, Japan and the United States. 
Video Arts has just signed up with an 
American distributor, Xicon, and expects 
greet things, although Americans aren't 
known for finding business and mouey- 
maxing 8. laughing matter.
